BROOKINGS COUNTY COMMISSION MEETING

The Brookings County Board of County Commissioners met in regular session on Tuesday,
February 5, 2008, with the following members present: Dennis Falken, Emil Klavetter, Donald
Larson, Mary Negstad, and Deanna Santema.

CALL TO ORDER

Chairperson Santema called the meeting to order.

PLEDGE OF ALLEGIANCE

The Pledge of Allegiance was recited.

CONSENT AGENDA

Chairperson Santema declared the Consent Agenda approved with no objection from the
board. The Consent Agenda consisted of the agenda for the February 5, 2008 Commission Meeting,
and the minutes from the January 29, 2008 Commission Meeting.

RESOLUTION NO. 08-07

RESOLUTION AUTHORIZING THE TRANSFER OF REAL PROPERTY TO THE UNITED PARISH OF ELKTON
WHEREAS, it appears that Brookings County owns the following real property:

The Right-of-Way of the former Chicago, Rock Island and Pacific
Railway Company across the West Half of the Southwest Quarter
(W1/2 SW1/4) of Section Twenty-One (21), Township One Hundred
Nine (109) North, Range Forty-Seven (47) West of the 51" P.M.,
Brookings County, South Dakota.

WHEREAS, such real property was acquired by Tax Deed dated December 2, 1991 filed
February 26, 1992 and recorded in Book 118 of Deeds, page 35, in the office of the Brookings County
Register of Deeds and a corrected Tax Deed dated February 29, 1996, filed March 6, 1996, and
recorded in Book 125 of Deeds, page 328-329, in the office of the Brookings County Register of
Deed:s.

WHEREAS, it appears that the legal description of such property has always been confused
and it further appears that such property was actually included in other property for which EDWARD
LANGIN has paid taxes since 1982; and, therefore, that the taxes were never delinquent on such
property and such Tax Deeds were taken in error.

WHEREAS, EDWARD LANGIN has now sold his interest in such property to the UNITED PARISH OF
ELKTON, and the correct legal description of such property should be as follows:

Block Four (4) Southwest Quarter (SW1/4) Section Twenty-One (21)
of Langin Railroad Subdivision in Sections Twenty (20) and Twenty-
one (21), Township One Hundred Nine (109) North, Range Forty-
seven (47) West of the 5t P.M., in the City of Elkton, County of
Brookings, State of South Dakota.

WHEREAS, it appears that BROOKINGS COUNTY has no right or proper claim to such property
and that such property should be transferred to the UNITED PARISH OF ELKTON.



THEREFORE BE IT RESOLVED that Brookings County Board of County Commissioners, that the
following described real property be gratuitously conveyed and transferred to the UNITED PARISH OF
ELKTON:

Block Four (4) Southwest Quarter (SW1/4) Section Twenty-One (21)
of Langin Railroad Subdivision in Sections Twenty (20) and Twenty-
one (21), Township One Hundred Nine (109) North, Range Forty-
seven (47) West of the 5% P.M., in the City of Elkton, County of
Brookings, State of South Dakota.

And the Chairperson of the Board of County Commissioners is authorized to execute a Quit
Claim Deed to the UNITED PARISH OF ELKTON to complete such transfer.
